The prior art of the record fails to teach or suggest alone or in combination: A method of 
determining a C offset in a communications signal received via a communications 
channel, the communications signal comprising a sequence of training symbols; the 
method comprising: determining an estimate of the DC offset from the determined 
estimate of the noise contribution, wherein the step of determining an estimate of the 
DC offset from the determined estimate of the noise contribution comprises calculating 
an inner product of a rotational trend vector and an estimated noise vector representing

the determined estimate of tlie noise contribution, as recited in claim 4 and in 
combination with other steps of the claim. 

Claim 4, is allowed. 

The prior art of the record falls to teach or suggest alone or in combination: An 
arrangement for determining a DC offset in a communications signal via a 
communications channel, the communications signal comprising a sequence of training 
symbols; the arrangement comprising: processing means adapted to determine an 
estimate of the DC offset from the determined estimate of the noise contribution, 
wherein the processinq means adapted to determine an estimate of the DC offset from 
the determined estimate of the noise contribution calculates an inner product of a 
rotation trend vector and an estimated noise vector representing the determined 
estimate of the noise contribution, as recited in claim 13 and in combination with other 
elements of the claim. 

Claims 13-14 are allowed.
